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Jobs And Men 


It is easy to remember, hard to for- 
get, those distressful years when ten 
governments and all the municipal 
councils in Canada were puzzling over 
the problem of where to find jobs 
for idle men. So vivid is the memory 


it is difficult to realize that those times 
have gone. But they have. Now the 
problem is reversed. The question is | 
where to find enough men for the jobs 
which are coming into view. And the 
Bureau of Statistics says the men just 
can't be found. 

Labor supphy and demand are now 
so near a balance, the officials in the | 
Bureau foresee that in a few months | 
married women will have to be asked | 
to take on work in munitions plants or | 
other industrial and in commercial in- 
stitutions. With the plants expanding 
to full employment needs and 30,000 
men per month withdrawn from indus- | 
try to build up the fighting forces, the 
demand is doubling up on the supply. 
The “saturation” point of male employ- 
ment is near, and essential services will 
only be kept going by calling in married 
women—whom it was not so long ago 
considered to be an economic mistake 
and a social offence to employ.

This is plain, both as to procedure 
and geography.

Their business is to 
capture or destroy Axis vessels, wheth- 
er or not these attack them or are 
caught in the act of attacking merchant 
ships. They are to be treated as pi- 
rates, their identity being the warrant 
for instant action. To eliminate them 
the commanders are to use every means 
they have. This includes naval] planes, 
guns, depth charges, torpedoes and any 
other instrument of destruction. 

By the round-about route merchant 
ships are now obliged to use, Iceland is 
about three-quarters of the way to Bri- 
tain from ports in the eastern States. In 
effect this part of the route is being 
taken over for protection purposes by 
the United States forces, leaving British 
and Allied warships free to redouble 
their numbers in the gap between Ice- 
land and British ports. The “more 
help” which Mr. Churchill said would be 
welcomed is being given promptly and 
in generous measure.

Some months ago 1 wrote a column to 
show that foreign policy was inextricably 
linked with domestic policy, and that we 
would either oppose Hitler with all our 
might and main, or we would end up with 
Hitlerism in the United States.
